His wife has given up hope. His

The New Nationalism 


It was Secretary oi State John Foster Dulles 


who insisted that "nationalism combined with 
Communism" deieated the European Defense 
Community treaty in the French Parliament. 


That was but the most obvious conclusion to 


be drawn. 


A Nebraska contemporary injected a much 


more challenging comment, it seems to us. "The 
significant thing is that in this .strange alliance 
(French nationalism and Communism), nation- 
alism was far stronger than Communism. Fewer 
than 100 Communists but 
2:2 1 non-Communists 


voted with Premier Mendes-France to destory 
EDC. 
And the rallying point of the non-Com- 


munists was simple, old-fashioned patriotism." 


So far, then, so good. France is not the only 


country in the world where the spirit of na- 
tionalism—whatever a d°finition of "national- 
ism"' may be—is taking shape again. Within the 
last year here in the United States, the growth 
of nationalistic spirit has been more rapid than 
in all the period that has followed World ^Var II. 


That nationalistic spirit, call it simple, old- 


fashioned patriotism or describe i' by am other 
adjectives one may caic to employ simply 
means a revival of the clocti me that nations 
can go it alone, chart their own courses, de- 
fend themselves under any and all circumstances 
regardless of developments elsewhere in the 
world. 


The "one world" of the late Wendell Willkie, 


Wocxlrow Wilson. F.D.R. and Harry Truman has 
receded in the thoughts ol many Americans no 
less than it has become din: in the eyes of a 
great many ol the French people. We said at the 
height of World War II liicil never again would 
v.e retreat to isolation. 
Not only did we but 


many other peoples joined us in saying this. We 
ha\e become discouraged. We have decided in 
too many instances for our own good that na- 
tionalism is our only dependence. And if that 
analysis attributed to France in its clefeat of the 
European Defense Community treaty is correct, 
that nol only France is in danger but wherever 
the flame of nationalism shoots skyward, there 
also is danger.

to a close. With the ringing down ot the curtain 
through both majority and minority findings in 
the hearings conducted by a Senate committee 
named to inquire into the McCarthy-Army brawl, 
which called for endles-; days of testimony, flash- 
bulbs, television cameras, and interminable hag- 
gling, the climax provides few if any surprises. 


Out of it all emerges a majority and a minor- 


ity report, following strictly partisan lines. Four 
Republican senators, constituting the majority 
of the carr.mittee, concluded that Sen. McCarthy 
exercised no improper ''nfluence personally on 
behalf of Pvt. Schine, wnose name has become 


a new household word here, but 
the four did conclude that Sen. 
McCarthy should have exercised 
more vigorous control over the 
staff 
of the committee which 


McCarthy heads. 
So what? 
Roy Cohn. chief 


counsel for the McCaithy investigating subcom- 
mittee, whom the majority criticized as "un- 
duly aggressive and persistent" in seeking 
preferential Army treatment for Schine. already 
has resigned. And that ends that. 
Now, the 


minority report, filed by the three Democratic 
senators, charged that Sen. McCarthy "fully 
acquiesced in and condoned" what it described 
as Mr. Conn's "improper actions" on behalf of 
Pvt. Schine, a former unpaid subcommittee con- 
sultant. Turning its attention to Secretary Ste- 
vens, the minority said he "pursued a course of 
appeasement" in the Schine affair in an effort 
to placate Sen. McCarthy. The Republicans said 
Stevens followed "a course of placation. ap- 
peasement and vacillation" toward McCarthy 
and Cohn.

It is hard to 
sell a co-operative plan vv-hen one similar to it 
has just experienced failure.

n-can that the proposed SEATO is doomed. Other 
free nations in the area do not feel as does In- 
dia. And it is better that India declare itself 
at the outset rather than to go along half- 
heartedly and then defect at the critical mo- 
mem. The European community has just had 
such s dismal experience.

They are studying the liv- 
ing habits of isolated communities 
where cancer is unheard of. By our 
standards, the people are underfed. 
They oltirnes lack even rudimen- 
tary medical care. They have poor 
sanitation standards. But they do 
not have cancer 
Why? The biol- 


ogists are checking the water sup- 
in hope that somewhere in that 
combination they may find the fac- 
tor which enables these people to 
withstand the cancer scourge. Re- 
search under those circumstances 
is grueling, heartbreaking work, 
but it goes on 24 hours a day. 


Paradoxically, the discovery of 


these cancer-free communities in 
remote South American areas de- 
flates the theory that cancer might 
be caused by exposure to cosmic 
rays 
from 
outer 
space. 
These 


people in the borders of the jungle 
get the same dosage of cosmic 
rays as the city dweller receives. 
But certain groups of the jungle 
dwellers do not have cancer. Why?

far, nobody 
knows, 
but 


patient researchers are trying to 
find out.

kept secrets of the aviation world 
is the fact that we have been 
flight testing a ram jet plane for 
the past three months.

Hitler ordered the 
liquid oxygen bomb 
discontinued, 


at once. 


Explosive specialists who studied 


the disastrous efforts of the Nazis 
eventually discovered the reason 
for the premature explosions which 
had destroyed Hitler's planes in 
mid-air. They worked out a mix- 
ture, which handles as safely as 
dynamitp. but which, packs a wal- 
lop far beyond the capacity of con- 
ventional explosives. In a recent 
test in the Minnesota taconite de- 
posits, test, holes were loaded with 
the liquid oxygen mixture and with 
conventional explosives. When the 
uproar subsided, it was discovered 
that the liquid oxygen 
explosive 


had blasted out 12.000 tons of the 
taconite—about three times more 
than its competitor 
had accom- 


plished.

Stuart said Sanches was alleged 


to have struck Martinez, knocking 
him down. Martinez took a gun 
from his pocket. 


The county attorney quoted San- 


ches as saying "if you're going to 
shoot me, shoot me now or I'll 
show you how to use the gun." 
Sanches advanced on Martinez and 
the latter fired.

I'ffort Rejected 
The Legion itself is unsegregat­ 
ed. Its fun-loving offshoot, the 40 
and 8, is limited to white male*.

convention 
committee 
earlier 
had rejected an effort to withdraw 
Legion support of the 4«> and 8 
unless it changed that policy. 
Renewing its long-fmight battle 
wuth the AMA over veterans’ med-' 
ical benefits, the Legion criticized 
the doctors’ group for adopting last 
June resolutions which the legion 
said “ indicted veterans as a class.” 
The AMA has sought to limit 
government care of veterans with 
nonservice connected disabilities. 
Other Legion resolutions called 
for more Veterans Administration 
hospital beds for mentally disabled

Bbnn Regime Asks 
Independence From 
Occupying Powers 


LONDON ffi—The British Cabinet 


decided at an emergency session 
Wednesday night to push" for lim- 
ited rearmament of West Germany 
within the North Atlantic Alliance, 
official sources said. 


At the same time the West Ger- 


man government demanded inde- 
pendence from the Big Three oc- 
cupying', powers and made an in- 
direct bid on its own for NATO 
membership. 
Chancellor 
Konrad 


Adenauer's government, ignoring 
France, announced a foreign pol- 
icy based on independence, equal- 
ity and military cooperation with 
other countries supporting West 
European unity. 


Tfie action in London and Bonn 


climaxed bitter Western reaction 
to Monday's vote in France killing 
the European Defense Community 
plan to add German military sup- 
port to a projected unified Euro- 
pean army. This plan had been 
proposed originally by France to 
avert the setting up of a national 
German army. 


34 Members Now 


NATO is an alliance stretching 


from the United States to Turkey 
with integrated but not 
unified 


armed forces. Its 14 members may 
be increased by unanimous agree- 
ment. NATO officials were depend- 
ing heavily on the establishment 
of EDC because it appeared to be 
the only way to get the German 
units considered vital for Western 
defense. Trie death blow which 
France dealt EDC now turns West- 
ern attention back to NATO. 


Diplomatic officials in London 


said the U n i t e d States and 
Britain had set a secret deadline 
for starting West German rearm- 
ament. They said the Churchill 
Cabinet has decided 
to call an 


eight - power foreign ministers' 
meeting in London this month to 
discuss German rearmament. Rep- 
resented w o u l d be the United 
States, Britain, and the six signers 
of the EDC treaty—France West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, t h e 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 


The informants gave this account 


of the plan to bring in the West 
German military units: 


Even before the military pro- 


gram for Germany is worked out. 
the United States and Britain in- 
tend to proceed with their earlier 
plan to restore civil independence 
to West Germany, giving the Bonn 
regime full control over its own af- 
fairs except the right to rearm. 


American and British ambassa- 


dors are expected to outline de- 
tails of the plan to the Bonn and 
Paris governments within the next 
day or two. They also will tell 
France that Washington and Lon- 
don have set a deadline for start- 
ing West German rearmament. 


Red Charges 


L O N D O N (JP! — Peiping radio 


charged that Chinese Nationalist 
planes flew some 175 miles into 
Red China recently to harass the 
country. A broadcast heard here 
said the planes flew 13 sorties 
over areas in Kiangsi, Fukien and 
Kwangtung province on Aug. 24.
